In- 
quiry will ho made also of orery por- 
tion an to whether they are mnjrle 
inarriod, widowed, or divorced, ana. if 
inarriixl, whether marriiHl during the 
t'eiitjuii year. The place of uirtli of 
each person, and the place of birth of 
the father and mother of each ponton, 
will itlso lie called for, an well as a 
atateuient sh to the profession, trade, 
or occupation follom<d and tho nun 
DM of inoitthH employed during tho 
DtpNI year. For all persons ten 
yeant of age and over a return must 
Is> mode bv tho enumerator as to the 
numlter able to read anil write, and 
also the nuinlier who can hpoak Eng- 
lish. For them who can not h|m>sk 
Kiiglmh the particular language or 
dialect H|x)keu by them will 1st ascer- 
tained. For children of school age, 
also, the number of months they at- 
tended school will be recorded by the 
I enumerators. In the cose of mothers 
an inquiry will lie matte us to the 
number of children they have had, 
and the iiumlxir of those children lik- 
ing ut the preseut time. This inquiry 
is to be made of all women who are or 
have been married, iuclutliug all who 
are widows or have Issm divorced. 
Foreign I xrrn males of adult age, that 
are 21 years of age or over,will lie asked 
as to the number of years they have 
| bueu in tho Fnitod States, and'n-heth- 
t>r they ant naturalized or have taken 
out uituralizution papers. Of the 
head of each futility visited the ques- 
tion nil! Ik. asked us to the number 
of persons iu the family, ami whether 
his home is owned or birod; also, if 
owned, wbethor the hoice is free from 
mortgage incumbrance. If the head 
of the family is a fanner, similar in- 
quiries will lie made concerning the 
ownership of the farm. In udditiou 
to thooe inquiries, all of which are 
miido on the iK>pulatioii schedule, the 
luw under which the census is taken 
makes provisions for Bppcial inquiries 
concerning such of tho population as 
may be mentally or phvsically defect- 
ive in any respect, that is, insane, 
foohle-mindod, deaf, blind, or crippled 
or who may 1» (em)xirarily disabled 
by sickness, disease, or accident at the 
thus time of the enumerator's visit. 
Certain special ItMalriM will also be 
made concerning inmates of prisons 
and reformatories and of charitablo 
and benevolent institutions. Besides 
thin, a statement will bo called for 
couceniing all persous who have died 
during tho census year, giving their 
name, age, sex, occupation, cause of 
death. 

This official count of tho people 
comes but once in ten years, and ev- 
ery family ami every person should 
consider it to be their duty to answer 
tho question of the census enumerators 
willingly and promptly, so that defl- 
,, ite ami accurate information may lx< 
gi tiuod concerning the 6T),(XK),IX)U poo- 
pit • living within tho bounds of this 
grot \t country.

IN n .mi J. Loaslng, the historian, was 
well acquainted with President Lin- 
coln, and some time alter the President 
had i .-iii 1 his (ainous Proclamation of 
Emancipation the historian travoled to 
Washington for the purpose of procur- 
ing a photograph of it, as It was written 
throughout In Mr. Lincoln's hnndwrlt- 



ing. -Arriving at Ibo TVhlto House Mr. 
bossing nrst staled his mission to Mr. 
Hay, the President's accroLary, who at 
once promised to grant tho request it 
the President was agrooablo. Mr. Leas- 
ing thon wont to soo Sir. Lincoln. The 
President wits In a merry and Jovial 
mood, and, of course, ho said be was 
willing that the proclamation should bo 
photographed (or Mr. Losslng. 

"Hut there Is ono thing I want to 
draw your attention to," be said, hold- 
ing up tho precious document "You 
seo hero It commoncos in bold letters: 
'I, Abraham Lincoln.' etu., but you will 
notice that the last paragraph has the 
appearance o( having been written In a 
trembling and Irresolute manner; there- 
tore, you might Infer that alter I had 
written the proclamation I weakened In 
my good resolution and became afraid, 
but I was not afraid a hit. It happened 
this way: Alter I had written all tho 
proclamation, with tho exception o( the 
last paragraph, I determined that I 
would not write that and sign It until I 
bad (thought tho matter over. In the 
moantlmo I held ono of my publlo recep- 
tions, during which I wau obliged to 
shake hands with two or throe thousand 
people, consequently when I sat down to 
write tho last paragraph o( thoproelama- 
tlon my hand was weak aud tired and 
trembled uiuch---ladeoil, 1 could searco- 
ly write at all — but I was not afraid." 

The most Interesting story regarding 
tho President which Mr. Loosing re- 
lated he told me had boon repeated to 
him lately by tho ltov. Sir. Minor, a 
clergyman well acquainted with Mr. 
Lincoln's wife, who had related tbo 
story to Mm. "All day long the last 
day of thu President's life," said his 
wile, "Mr. Lincoln scorned In the most 
happy and jubilant mood: he flitted (root 
one portion ot the White House to an- 
other as If ho had been a boy o( twenty, 
and constantly 1 board him singing 
anatcbus o( songs. Toward evening he 
doclarod to mo his intention of going to 
the theater, but from this ldoa I tried to 
dissuade him. "No! no!' ho said, 'I will 
go. The war is ovor now, thore will be 
no moro bloodshed, and 1 am happy. I 
need a llttlo amuscmnnL and 1 am going 
to tho theater to got It' " 

At last as Mrs. Lincoln found there 
was no dissuading him, sho consented to 
accompany hor husbund to Ford's 
Opora-House. Once arrived at tho the 
ater sho said that tho President did not 
appear to take the slightest interest In 
the performance, but apparently he was 
thinking deeply upon some subject At 
last ho turned to inu and remarked: 
"Mary. I uood rest 1 know what we 
will do; after this Administration Is 
over wo will go shroud, where I am per- 
sonally comparatively unknown. I 
would Uko to travel through Europe, 
and I have a desire to visit the Holy 
Land, and especially would I llkoastar 
as possible to tread tho samo ground 
that Jesus trod. I would liko to walk 
the streets o( Jerusalem." At that mo- 
ment be (or. tho word Jerusalem had 
scarcely passed his lips, the assassin's 
bullet entered his brain.

Bag- 
ging retards ripening about two weeks 
and even the early grapes can by this 
means bo kept ou thoyino till October, 
giving all the advantages of later 
varieties. The bags can be obtained 
at this office for 15 cents per hundred .

H..01.. lilps a* at Society Lailg'a goot-liea., 
and Ilia Coal Thereof. 

For ordinary strcot wear there la the 
boot made ol Kronen. "Uonirola," s 
lutitltor of dull linlsh, the best quality 
of which U extreinelv ttoft and pliable. 
The prevailing style In this boot la a 
rottad toe. with a tip outlined by stitch- 
ing a loir? vamp, and moderately high 
bssL one pair ol thOAe hoots, made to 
order, had a very long pointed vamp, 
which ran well up on the Instep, from 
which place the land wan laced. Tho 
button Iwut, however, id tho favorite. 
Two reasons for the popularily of (his 
shoe aro that wcathor seems to have ao 
effect upon it. and shoe blacking Is an 
unncoossary 1 ouiniudlty wltcro It Is con- 
cerned, a damp raj and dry brush fur- 
nlahlug the only treatment over re- 
quired to keep It la perfect condition. 
The average charge lor those bootd Is 
£10. Thoae made to order coat from £3 
to &A more, but uaone pair will outwear 
two or three of ordinary make tho priue 
Is really low. 

Another boot for the promenade and 
carriage wear, much worn at present, 
has tho vamp and lower part made of 
..I t< iit leather, with cloth or kid uppers, 
in the most stylish of these the patent 
leather is without ornamentaUon of any 
klud. Kid hoots with patent leather 
tips, others of tho same leather with 
cloth topa, and tho eork-aolod shoe, 
which defleu dampness, are all fashion- 
able this winter; also many more elab- 
orately designed in patent leather, 
which have uppers of different colored 
cloths made to harmonise with the color 
ol the gown worn. When the dress ma- 
terial Is sufficiently heavy to permit of 
using It for the tops, It Is so used. A 
pair ol patent-leather boots with up- 
pers of dark-red broadcloth were made 
to match a suit of the same cloth 
trimmed with blsok fur, and a gown of 
heliotrope lady's cloth trimmed with 
black passementerie was matched with 
boots made of kid and the dress gooda 
Next In tho scsle como Oxford ties, 
which are much worn at small recep- 
tions and dinners. While theso shoes 
in most cases are ordered to match the 
costume, there are a number of stylos 
to be had roady-mado that can appropri- 
ately ho worn with a -verloty of cos- 
tumes, such as black, tan and gray 
auede, red kid and black satin. The 
leading stylo this winter has a Louis 
Cjutnxo heel and a long vamp, which Is 
trimmed considerably. 

lions are no longer stylish, full 
rosettes having superseded them alto- 
gether. Theso are placed well up on 
tho foot, leaving the vamp uncovered 
and giving tho effect of a high instep, 
which Is very becoming. 

lloth for ties and slippers brocade Is 
much in use and considered more ele 
gsnt than saUn or any other material 
for full dress, .slipper ties are not pop- 
ular at present, there being no compro- 
mise bcttvoon the Oxford tie and the 
full-droas slipper. Those last, as worn 
this winter, are oortalnly things of 
beauty. 

Tho shape most In favor with tho lour 
hundred has also the Louis Qulnso hool, 
quite a long vamp, surmounted with a 
roactte, and a pointed too. The rosette 
is usually of the daintiest of tinsel lace, 
either in ailver or gold, or tho finest of 
crepe llase dotted with liny spangles, 
and the allppor of brocaded silk or satin; 
although others mado of plain saUa or 
suedo are usod. 

A lovely pair, of pink brocade, had an 
embroidory of steel beads on tho vamp, 
and the rosette was of pink llsse cov- 
ered with tiny steel spangles. It Is a 
custom with many ladles to order two 
pairs of shoes for one dress. To Illus- 
trate: the owner of a dahlla-colorcd 
velvet recopUon dross, made over a 
petticoat of white and gold brocade, 
had ordered a pair of Oxford ties and a 
pair of slippers, oach of which wore 
to match the gown. The first nai 
were mado of the velvet and a rottetto 
of gold lace, the latter of the broeado 
and a white llsse rosette studded with 
gt>ld and crystal beads. 

The price of these shoes and slippers 
ranges from SIO to 8J.'> a pair. Not in- 
frequently Ithlno Stones, brilliants and 
precious stones aro used to decorate ball 
slippers, one pair sometime, represent- 
ing several hundreds of dollars lie- 
aides all of these there aro skating 
boots, quilted satin carriage boots 
trimmed with fur, dainty bed-room 
alippors of the same material exquis- 
itely lined and trimmed with swan's- 
down, and hosts of other slippers snd 
shoes. 

When such s varloty of foot-woar Is 
necessary lieforo ono can 1» considered 
properly shod, it may readily be scon 
that tho expenditures of a fasbionablo 
woman will mount well Into the hund< 
reds for ono seasoas's outfit alone.— N.

A MAGNIFICENT SCENE. 

The Ocean llluentuatejd l.y Tkoaaaada ol 
rho.phiime.at Malic.. 

Of tho varloua phosphorescent creat- 
ures which abound In tho warm waters 
of the tropics, tho pyweuina, or lire-body. 
Is among the most ourlous In its habits 

of living, and its wonderful power ol 
Illuminating the water. This little 
lantern of the sea is ro carefully de- 
scribed by Dr. liardner, as he saw 

It on his voyage to llraill. and to Ceylon, 
that his aocoitnl ran net fall to bo of In- 
terest, On his pansago from England, 
and while uliout two degrees of south 
latitude and twenty-six degrees of wost 
longitude, he was called up by tho oap- 
tain about halt-past tea o'clock at 
night 

When I reached tho dock, ono of tho 
most magniilcunt sucttes Imaginable 
prosontod Itself. All round tho ship to 
as groat a dlstaueo as tho eye could 
reach the swell, which was running 
pretty high, was cm ttlnj Irom its aur- 
faoo at short Intervals long, broad 
sheets of phosphorescent light, which 
continued bright only a second or two, 
snd then disappeared. 

The continued glare of those long 
streams of light, their sudden sppcar- 
anco and disappearance, as If detached 
portions of shect-lightnlug wero dash- 
ing from wave to wave, gave a wild and 
torrlBo aspect to the surface of tbo 
ocean. Tho reflection from it was so 
great that the aalls of tho ship woro 
illumined hy the glare. 

The ship's wake for about fifty yards 
was ono continuous stream of pale yel- 
low light, upon which, ever and anon, 
wero floating away and becoming ex- 
tinct curious masses of a circular shape, 
varylag from hall a foot to two feet in 
breadth, of a livid hue, similar to that 
wbluh burning sulphur omits Theso 
masses retaiuod their livid, flame-tike 
appearance till they were about six or 
eight yards from tho ship, when they 
gradually becamo extinct, tbolr beauti- 
ful oolor contrasting alngiriarly with the 
pale yellow stream on which they 
floated. 

This curious state of the sea lasted 
only about a quarter of an hour, after 
which the water assumed Its usual 
aspect, the foam at the ahlp'a bow pre- 
senting only the sparkling appearance 
whloh It usually exhibits within tho 
tropics. 

It Is well known that the circular 
masses of light which I have described 
arc produced from aggregated masses 
of very small marine animals, to whloh 
the rjamo of pyrmnmti is given. I did 
not, however, capture any, as my tow- 
ing net was at this time out of order, 
but during my voyage to Ceylon I wsa 
more fortunate. 

On tho 'doth of November, In throe or 
four degrees of north latitude and twon- 
ty-tbroe degrees ot west longitude, with 
oloudy weather and the thermometer St 
eighty-one at noon, wo came shortly 
after dark into a Hold of these animals, 
and though tho hrllllanoy of their light 
was not so great as on tho former occa- 
sion, thoj were more numerous, for the 
ship sailed through them for several 
hours. 

They wero seen In broad shoals St 
great but Irregular distances from each 
other. The towing-not soou prosured 
me a large supply of the extraordinary 
animals of which these shoals wero com- 
posed. They gavo out a bright, pale, 
yellowish green light, which thoy re- 
tained for somo llnio alter they were 
brought on lward. 

Each mass was shaped not unllko the 
finger ol a glove, being hollow, snd 
closed at one end. T hey varied s little 
In slxe, but were generslly shout four 
inches in length. The little animals ot 
which these masses ure mado up aro 
placed horltuntally, and lie closely 
packed over each other, their heads 
being toward the outer surfuce. When 
kept in a glass In salt water, they Boon 
acparatcd Irom each other, and, being 
vory transparent, were then scarcely to 
bo distinguished from the water. They 
taste exactly like fresh oysters.— 
Youth's Companion.

NEAT CASHMERE FROCKS. 

Lovely and Kxtreinely Ker.leeabU Uowtu 
Cor Little QMS, 
t'ashmerc Irocks for little girls are 
mttde with high muni waists, large 
sleeves and ^fathered skirt, with vtdvet 
i ll. Ism trimming. The high ludlcu bot- 
toms! behind is ahlrred at the top In 
row alter row around the nock, finished 
with a double standing frill of the 
cashmere Instead of a collar; throe or 
four rows of shirring hold tho fulncsaat 
the waist line in the middle of the front 
and hack. The full sleeves are shirred 
around tho wrists. The straight skirt 
Is simply hemmed. Hy way ot trim- 
ming, velvet ribbon forms brctolloK pass- 
litgovor tho shoulders, and ending at 
the waist lino in front and batk In two 
small roselt.es, one each side of tbo 
middle. A bow of velvet Is sometimes 
added on each shoulder. Other high 
waists have s great doal of fulness 
drawn from the shoulders, armholes, 
and sides, to meet down the middle of 
the front In two narrow ruffles ot 
the cashmere doubled, or else hold 
by a buckle of jet, of gilt, or of steel. 
Tho V spaco left below the throat Is 
filled In with velvet or with surah silk.
